The boundaries of the proposed EIFD encompass approximately 4,200 acres in the
Downtown Planning Area and the southern portion of the Blackstone Avenue Bus Rapid
Transit Corridor as characterized in the City of Fresno General Plan and as depicted and
described more specifically in the draft IFP and other EIFD documentation available
online at https://www.fresno.gov/EIED and in-person at the Office of the City Clerk, 2600

The purpose of the proposed EIFD is to support the provision of needed public
infrastructure of communitywide significance and to promote economic development
within the EIFD and the City. The EIFD is proposed to be used to finance public facilities,
such as multi-modal roadway, transit, and pedestrian connectivity improvements, utility
capacity improvements, and other related infrastructure projects. Proposed financial
arrangements include the commitment by the City of a portion of future incremental
property tax revenues (no new taxes for property owners, residents, or businesses)
generated within the EIFD.
